Waseon, O., Dec. 18.—It became 


known today that "poison.pen" let- 
ters have figured in the Frederick 
Lehman -case, on trial here. 


Attorney Fred B. Fowler, chief 


counsel for Lehman, admitted today 
that he received an anonymous letter 
several weeks ago threatening his 
life. ' The letter warned him to take 
no further part in the case, under 
penalty of assassination, if he con- 
tinued his efforts on behalf of Fred- 
erick Lehman ,accused of the^mur- 
der of his wife, Grace, on the night 
of last September 16, on the Lehman 
farm, near Swanton. The motive of 
the murder, it is alleged, was .Leh- 
man's love for Mrs. Alcy Fenton, the 
pretty wife of a neighbor. 
Much of 


the testimony in the case has re- 
volved around the relations exist- 
ing between Lehman 
and Mrs. 
Fenton. 


Attorney Fowler says he. showed 


the letter to the trial-judge, Fred H. 
Wolfe, of the Fulton county com- 
mon pleas bench.

but lowered by bending at the hips, 
knees and ankles. 
This should be 


repeated a number of times 
The 


other foot is npw advanced and the 
xercise resumed. 
This calls into

Dayton inventor, who, with' 
his brother, made the airplane prac- 
tical.
